The 12-day trial did not disclose 
any vital new evidence about the 
Nazi_ raid. The prosecutor re- 
peatedly called attention, however, 
to Rintelen’s failure to remember 
clearly the evénts of that July 25 
afternoon, as evidence of his guilt. 
He also stressed testimony which 
indicated that Rintelen associated 
with young people, particularly of 
university age, and it was recalled

WALLACE TELLS CONGRESS 
CROP REDUCTION FAILED 
TO MEET FARMERS’ NEED 


PREDICTS OUTCRY 
FROM PEOPLE IN 
CITIES AGAINST 


50 Pct. Rise in Industrial 
Goods Output at ‘‘Defi-

HURDLES IN WAY 
OF PARITY RATES 


For Supplementing Proces- 

sing Tax—This Coun. 
try’s Relation to Outside 
World Neglected Factor 


He Thinks.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—A 
suggestion by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wallace that factories should 
turn out 50 per cent more goods at 
“definitely lower” prices was made 
today in the discussion of future 
industrial recovery policies. Wal- 
lace said these cheaper goods would 
| be a great help to farmers, for 
whom crop reductions have about 
reached their maximum benefits. 
Moreover, he insisted to a House 
Appropriations Subcommittee dur- 
ing recent executive hearings on 
the 1936 supply bills of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, made publie 
oday, that an increase of 30 or 40 
per cent “in the output of physical 
goods in the cities” is a prerequi- 


site “to getting the entire country 
in better condition.” 

For Cheaper Industrial Goods. 

“If in some way it were possible 
to turn out 50 per cent more in- 
dustrial goods at a price definitely 
lower than the present price,” he 
said, “the result would be to give 
a very material benefit to agricul- 
ture, to make it possible for agri- 
culture to buy more with the agri- 
cultural dollar; and there would be 
more factory workers to be fed in 
the. cities.” 

“What methods should be used te 
bring about that increase is cer 
tainly not for me to say,” the Sec- 
retary declared. “We have reached 
the conclusion that further action 
along the line of reducing produc- 
tion will not greatly increase the 
farmer’s share in the national in- 
come.” 


“Are we to understand,” asked 
Chairman Cannon (Dem.), Missouri, 
“that from this time on these meth- 
ods may be expected to prove in- 
effective; that farm prices will go 
no higher; that we are not to reach 
parity?” 

“Well,” Wallace replied, “there 
may be necessary a continuation of 
control. But to carry the reduce- 
tion below the present point would 
begin to reduce the quantity of 
stuff available people here 
inside this country. That is not true 
in the case of cotton, but, generally 
speaking, we say that a reduction 
in production below that of this 
last year, when, of course, the

Bill Faces Second Major 
Test Today on How the 
Money So Raised Shall 
Be Distributed. 


GOV. PARK AND AIDS 
PREDICT PASSAGE 


Confident That Hardest

JEFFERSON CITY, March 14.— 
The sales tax bill faced its second 
major test in the House today on 
how the funds raised by the pro- 
posed tax shall be distributed for 
relief, old age pensions and schools. 

Before proceeding with the allo- 
eation amendment and the provi- 
sion for passing the tax on to the 
consumer, the House defeated an 
amendment today which would have 
permitted manufacturers, selling 
goods at retail, to absorb the tax. 

This amendment was offered by 
Republican Floor Leader Presley, 
who said his purpose was to put 
Missouri manufacturers on an 


equal basis with those of other 
states. His amendment would not 
have included utilities or other con- 
cerns subject to regulation by State 
commissions or boards. 


With the adoption late yesterday 
of amendments providing a 2 per 
cent rate and extending the tax to 
June 30, 1937, Gov. Park and ad- 


ministration leaders in the House 
are of the opinion that the most 
controversial points are out of the 


' 


way and the hardest part of the 
fight for the bill are behind them. 

The allocation amendment, as 
originally drafted, provides that 30 
per cent of the new revenue shall | 
go to relief, 10 per cent each to 
old age pensions and care of the 
insane poor, and 50 per cent for 
schools, of which half will go into 
the general school fund and the 
other half to a fund for school aid 
to reduce school taxes. 


Some Dissatisfaction. 

Some of the members have ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with the 
amounts allotted to the general 
school fund and for school tax 
relief and it is probable that the 
amendments will be revised to in- 
crease the allotments for these pur- 
poses. 

An amendment has also been 
drafted to provide that all of the 
revenue raised by this tax shall 
go into general revenue with the 
added provision that the Legisla- 
ture may at any time determine 
how it shall be -distributed. 

Other amendments to be offered 
relate to exemption of certain sales 
and services from provisions of the 
bill, designed to bring the tax back 
to its present base. 


An amendment placing a tax of 
one quarter of one per cent on 
wholesale sales has been discussed 
and may be offered for considera- 
tion. 

Administration leaders are hope- 
ful that most of the amendments 
may be out of the way by the end 
of the week so that the bill may 
be perfected in short order. 

The adoption of the 2 per cent 
rate yesterday by a vote of 74 to 
71 marked the culmination of a bit- 
ter fight which started last week | 
when the 2 per cent rate was first 
adopted. Tuesday, enough rural 
Democrats sided with the Repub- 
licans. to obtain a reconsideration, 
the vote being 75 to 61. The Dem- 
ocrats hastily called a caucus to 
whip recalcitrant members into 
line. About 25 Democrats, led by 
Representative John D. Taylor of 
Chariton County, chief opponent of 
the 2 per cent rate, refused to par- 
ticipate in the caucus. 

Between the vote Tuesday and 
the roll-call yesterday, administra- 
tion leaders were busy drumming 
up votes for the 2 per cent rate. 
They sent out calls to absent mem- 
bers to return with the result that 
there were only five absentees yes- 
terday. It was evident the Admin- 
istraion was bringing heavy pres- 
sure to bear. 

Five Votes Switched. 

Five members who had voted for 
reconsideration Tuesday changed 
their votes and voted for adoption 
of the 2 per cent rate yesterday. 
Their votes with the votes of those 
who were absent Tuesday and pres- 
ent yesterday were enough to put 
the amendment over the top. 

However, two Republican votes— 
those of Dr. C. E. Still of Kirks- 
ville and D. E. Maples of Christian 
County—actually turned the tide, as 
the amendment would have been 
lost without their’ votes. They 
joined 72 Democrats in voting for 
tne 2 per cent rate, while 46 Re- 
publicans and 25 Democrats voted 
against it. Dr. Still has supported 
the 2 per cent rate from the start 
but Maples voted against it last 
week. 

The roll call was taken after 
nearly two hours of argument. Tay- 
jor made a 45-minute speech against 
the 2 per cent rate, declaring it 
would saddle the rural communi- 
ties with additional tax burdens 
and criticising the St. Louis and 
Kansas City delegations for voting 
for it.

CHICAGO, March 14.—Immigra- 
tion officials agreed today to post- 
pone the hearing of Evelyn John 
St. Loe Strachey, British writer and 
lecturer, arrested here on the 
charge of “actively advocating 
Communism.” The hearing on the 
question of Strachey’s deportation 
as an undesirable alien was ten- 
tatively set for Thursday, March 21. 
Strachey appeared before Fred 
J. Schlotfeldt, district director of 
immigration, at a closed conference. 
Attorneys for the American Civil 
Liberties Union, who represented 
him, announced that the merits of 
the case had not been discussed. 

The postponement allows Strachey 
to continue the lecture tour which 
resulted in the charges. He will 
speak before a student meeting to- 
night at the University of Michi- 
gan at Ann Arbor. 

Strachey’s attorneys, Alfred Ka- 
min and Edgar Bernhardt, said the 
date for the hearing was set “only 
tentatively,” the Government re- 
serving the right to call Strachey 
earlier if it chose. 

Strachey’s Statement. 


In a prepared statement, Strachey 
said: ‘‘What I do in America is dis- 
cuss the problems—the grave prob- 
lems—which confront my country 
and yours. In Great Britain we 
have terrible unemployment, wide- 
spread destitution and actual star- 


vation. From what my audiences 
tell me, you have’ problems in 
America, too. Naturally, I make

RICHARD B. HARRISON, 
DE LAWD ACTOR, DIES 


Negro Star of ‘Green Pastures’ 
Succumbs at 70 to Stroke 
of Two Weeks Ago. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 14.—Rich- 
ard B. Harrison, who played “De 
Lawd” in “The Green Pastures.” 
died today in the Fifth Avenue Hos. 
pital. He succumbed to a stroke 
suffered two weeks ago as he was 
preparing for a matinee perform. 
ance of the show. He was 70 years 
old. 

Harrison, Canadian-born Negro, 
had appeared in 1652 performances 
of the play when stricken, never 
missing one in its five-year engage- 
ment in New York and the road. 
A few days before his collapse the 
play had returned to New York to 
reopen on the fifth anniversary of 
its premier, which took place Feb. 
26, 1930. 

Weary after 40,000 miles of trav- 
eling to 203 cities, and troubled by 
the illness of his wife and daugh- 
ter in Chicago, Harrison had stipu- 
lated that the New York engage- 
ment be limited to three weeks. 

An itinerant Shakespearean read- 
er and head of a Negro dramatic 
school in the South, Harrison was 
placed in the role after a chance 
encounter with Mare Connelly, the 
author, in Harlem. He hesitated 
to accept the part at first, fearing 
it would be sacreligious to imper- 
sonate the Lord, but was induced 
to take the role by religious friends 

During the five-year engagement 
Harrison was repeatedly honored 
for his tender and understanding 
performance by educational and re- 
ligious groups. 

Harrison is survived by his widow, 
a daughter, Marian, and a son, 
Payl Dunbar Harrison, orchestra 
leader. His home was in Chicago, 

In 1931, a year after “The Green 
Pastures” was awarded the Pulitzer 
prize, Harrison won the Spingarn 
medal, awarded annually in recog- 
nition of Negro achievement.

British Court Then Restores Er- 
mine Coats That Dressmaker 
Held for Alleged Debt.

LONDON, March 14.—A British 
court today supported the conten- 
tion of Mrs. Doris Draper that Sir 
Robert Peel, late husband of Beat- 
rice Lillie, the actress, had assumed 
financial responsibility for her large 
dressmaker’s bill.

MISSOURI HOUSE 86-42

Sends to Senate Bill Which 
Failed of Passage Mon- 
day Night.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 14. — 
A chain store tax bill was passed 
by the House today, by a vote of 
86 to 42, after a second reconsidera- 
tion of the vote by which the bill 
failed of passage last Monday night. 
The bill now goes to the Senate, 
which in two recent sessions has 
killed similar bills passed by the 
House. 

Under House rules, the chain store 
bill was dead after the first attempt 
to reconsider the adverse vote 
failed. However, the House today 
voted to suspend its rules and took 
up the bill for reconsideration a 
second time. Sponsors of the bill 
had gained some additional support 
for it in the meantime, from rural 
members, by promising they would 
seek an amendment in the Senate 
which would exempt agricultural 
co-operative stores and exchanges 
from the proposed tax.

Levee 


By the Associated Press. 


—An aerial survey of flood condi- 
tions in low rural sections of But- 
ler County, made today by Sheriff 
Lester Massingham and E. Z. New- 
som, disclosed, they said, a “bad 
situation.” 


The Sheriff established temporary 
headquarters on a farm in the Coon 
Island district, and planned to take 
food and other supplies, which may 
be needed, to that place for distri- 
bution. 

“I never saw so much water,” he 
said after flying over the district 
for more than an hour. “The loss 
to farmers will be extremely heavy, 
and will necessitate a rehabilitation 
program of no little proportion.” 

Relief officials planned to send a 
National Guard unit to that sec- 
tion. 

Danger at St. Francis. 

The stage of the St. Francis Riv- 
er at St. Francis, Ark., was 23.6 
feet this morning, a rise of 2.7 feet 
last night. The previous high mark 
was 25.4 feet and water ran over 
the top of the levee at that stage. 


the St. Francis within the levees 
was virtually abandoned late today 
as the levee workers, most of whom 
live in lowlands, turned to protect- 
ing their own property against the 
inevitable flood. 

Evacuation of farm homes started 
this afternoon, with many families 
moving to Kennett. Danger of a 
break five miles north of Kennett 
became apparent as seepage started 
under the levee. Fifteen hundred 
families live in the path of the 
flood. 

A request came to the United 
States Engineer’s office this after- 
noon from the Hemphill district for 
boats to rescue 14 families. 

Levees which protected Drainage 
District No. 7, rich farming area to 
south of Poplar Bluff, have been 
swept away as the crest of Black 
|River flood moved south. Thirty 
square miles were inundated today. 

In southeast Poplar Bluff all ref- 
ugees have returned to their homes 
and the Red Cross has undertaken 
an extensive rehabilitation program. 

Last night 50 Poplar Bluff busi- 
ness men held a conferene and then 
asked Congressman Orville Zim- 
merman and other officials to take 
immediate action on a program to 
‘control Black River floods and pre- 
|vent further loss. They also urged 
‘that new plans be drawn quickly 
‘for construction of Highway No. 60, 
‘through East Poplar Bluff. The 
road is now under contract, but it 
'is contended the plans do not put it 
out of reach of floods. 

Railroad Repairs Washout. 
The Missouri Pacific Railroad is

The department's bill had pro- 
posed to relieve the companies from | 
any liability under a policy issued | 
to a person who committed suicide | 
within one year of the issuance of | 
the policy and to relieve them from | 
liability for self-inflicted deaths | 
“whether sane or insane,” in poli- | 
cies providing double indemnity in 
case of death by accident. Now| 
the company pays in case of suicide | 
unless it can show the insured con- | 
templated suicide at the time he 
applied for the policy, and pays 
double indemnity policies in cases 
of self-inflicted death by insane 
persons. 

It also proposed that misrepre- 
sentation of any fact in an applica- 
tion for insurance should make the 
policy void, whereas under the pres- 
ent law no misrepresentation is ma- 
terial unless the fact misrepresent- 
ed actually causes the death of the 
insured. 


In changing the valued policy 
section of the department’s bill pro- 
posed to abolish the present law 
which requires a fire insurance | 
company in case of total loss to’ 
pay the full amount of the policy, 
and to substitute a provision that 
the company would be required to 
pay only the value of the property, 
relieving the company of responsi- 
bility for knowing the true value 
of the property it insured. 

Fraternals and Mutuals. 


From the time the department’s 
bill was introduced it was known 
that it had virtually no chance of 
passage as long as it contained pro- 
visions placing the fraternals and 
mutuals under the supervision of 
the department. There are about 
700,000 members of fraternal socie- 
ties in the State and they quickly 
made themselves heard in opposi- 
tion to the bill, 

When the Senate committee took 
the bill up for action after a series 
of public hearings, the opposition 
within the committee to inclusion 
of the fraternals and mutuals and 
to the provision covering the sui- 
cide, misrepresentation and valued 
policy features was pronounced, 
and the bill was saved from imme- 
diate defeat only by an earnest plea 
by Senator Clark of Richmond, 
whose son-in-law, Powell B. Mce- 
Haney, is counsel for the Insurance 
Department. McHaney had the prin- 
cipal hand in preparing the depart- 
ment’s bill. 

Clark explained that regardless of 
the numerous objections which had 
been raised to the bill, it contained 
many valuable provisions absolute- 
ly needed to enable the Insurance 
Department to safeguard properly 
the interests of policy-holders. He 
mentioned particularly the new in- 
vestment section, which limits the 
investment of insurance funds to 
only the highest class of securities. 

This position was recognized by 
the committee to be sound, and a 
sub-committee was authorized to 
write a new bill preserving those 
parts of the old which are needed 
to improve conditions in the insur- 
ance business. 

The substitute is being prepared 
by Senator Kennedy of Marshall, 
chairman of the main committee, 
and Senators Crouse of St. Joseph, 
Barbour of Springfield, and Clark.

Kinney’s State Senate Commit-

JEFFERSON CITY, March 14.— 
The drivers’ license bill sponsored 


by the Automobile Club of Missouri 


which passed the House a month 
ago, is virtually dead in the Senate 
Committee of Roads and Highways, 
where it is being smothered togeth- 
er with a similar bill prepared by 
Circuit Attorney Miller of St. Louis 
Dick- 


and supported by Mayor 
mann’s traffic committee. 

Although the House bill has been 
before the committee, of which 
Senator Kinney of St. Louis is 
chairman, for four successive meet- 
‘ings no action has been taken on 
it. At a meeting yesterday the com- 
mittee postponed action for another 
week. 

This procedure means that the 
committee has no intention of re- 
porting either bill to the Senate 
with a recommendation that it be 
passed, and also probably means 
that the committee intends to let 
them die in the committee with the 
adjournment of the Legislature. 

Kinney said today that while he 
had hoped the committee would 
look with favor on one of the two 
bills, the indications were against 
favorable action. 

The other members of the com- 
mittee are Senators Casey of Kan- 
sas City, Gordon of Liberty, Bro- 
gan of St. Louis, Russell of Chil- 
howee, Clayton of Hannibal, Doran 
of St. Louis, Briggs of Macon, Rob- 
erson of Rockport, Kennedy of 
Marshall, Donnelly of Lebanon, 
Quinn of Maywood and Cope of 
Salem—all Democrats. 

The Automobile Club’s bill was 
actively opposed by Casey and by 
several of the rural members, and 
there appears to have been no ag- 
gressive fight forit within the com- 
mittee. Casey took the position that 
Kansas City had its own drivers’ 
license law and that if St. Louis 
wanted one the Board of Aldermen 


could attend to it. Rural opposition | 


grew out of a belief that farmers 
would object to a bill which would 
require them to obtain a license 
for each member of their families.

Reserve Board Head for Balancing 
Budget, Not Annually, But Over 
Period, Say Five Years. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 14.—A 
denial that the omnibus banking 
bill was intended to facilitate Gov- 
ernment financing today was cou- 
pled by Marriner S. Eccles with an 
assertion he had no fear of a 40 
billion dollar national debt. 
The Governor of the Federal Re- 


serve Board gave these views to 
the House Banking Committee 
where for days he has been advo- 
cating legislation designed to center 
greater control over money’ and 
credit in the Reserve Board. 

Eccles said “the Government has 
had no. difficulty financing its 
needs.” The present national debt 
is $28,565,000,000. Eccles asserted 
that carrying charges on a 40 bil- 
lion dollar debt would be less than 
1 per cent of the normal annual in- 
come. He added that such a debt 
would be less than the compara- 
ble debts of Great Britain and oth- 
er nations, saying that service on 
the British debt was approximately 
7 per cent of England’s income. 

“The budget,” he continued, “can 
be balanced only out of national in- 
come and increased employment. I 
believe the national budget should 
be balanced over a period of time 
—maybe over five years—rather 
than on a yearly basis.”

ADMIRALTY HEAD SAYS BRITAIN 
HAS GONE LIMIT ON NAVY CUT 


Tells House of Commons That He 
Hopes for Conference This 
Year. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, March 14.—Sir Bolton 
Eyres-Monsell, first lord of the 
British Admiralty, told the House 
of Commons today that Great Bri- 
tain was disappointed by Japan’s 
denunciation of the Washington 
naval treaty of 1922, but that there 
was no need to treat the situation 
“too tragically.” He said he hoped 
a naval conference would be held 
this year and introduced the Gov- 
ernment’s navy estimates. 

“We have already drastically re- 
duced the numbers of our ships,” 
he said, “and we cannot further 
reduce them, but we are willing and 
anxious for an international agree- 
ment for the reduction of size.” 

He emphasized Great Britain’s 
viewpoint, as put forward in the re- 
cent naval conversations, included 
a willingness ‘‘to go as low as 25,- 
000 tons and 12-inch guns” for capi- 
tal ships, the abolition of eight- 
inch gun cruisers, and the abolition 
of submarines. 

Comparing the situation as it is 
likely to be at the end of 1936, with 
that of 1914, he said the United 
States will have increased its ton- 
nage by 20 per cent, Japan will 
have increased by 35, and Great 
Britain will have increased by 48.

Venizelos, assured that the Italian

Italian authorities had the 
71-year-old politician transferred to 
the larger island to safeguard him 
from the possibility of an attempt 
on his life by some of the Greek 
residents of Cassos.

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| BUILD THE BRIDGE APPROACHES. 

The bridge conference between the city and the 
Terminal Association Tuesday was in one respect re- 
markable. That is, Hamlet was not present. 

Hamlet in this instance is co-operation between the 
Terminal and the city. Unless there is co-operation, 
there can be no approaches to the Municipal Bridge. 
If there are no approaches to the bridge, the Ter- 
minal will be deprived of a great facility. It will 
continue using the other bridges and the old tunnel, 
all out of the way or outmoded, for a considerable 
part of railroad traffic crossing the Mississippi River. 

As an illustration of the inconvenience to which 
some of the railroads in the association are put, the 
Cotton Belt, which runs down the East Side and 
should cross on the Municipal Bridge, is routing its 
trains via the Merchants’ Bridge. 

The city will also be a sufferer if there are no ap- 
proaches. It will fail of its expected use of the ve- 
hicle deck of the Eads Bridge as a readier means of 
access to the downtown retail district. This is a 
facility greatly needed, one that should have been 
made available years ago. 

Henry Miller, president of the Terminal Associa- 
tion. said at the conference that he would have to 
meet with his board of directors before he could guar- 
antee any specified tolls from the railroad deck of the 
Municipal Bridge. He had just left a meeting of his 
board of directors. He knew that such a guarantee 
is the sine qua non of any agreement. He also knew 
that unless the railroads will make the city some 
guarantee, the approaches will not be built with RFC, 
Terminal or municipal funds. 

What, then, was Mr. Miller’s motive in going to 
the conference without any understanding with his 
board of directors? The city has arranged with the 
RFC for a loan of $1,103,000. The Government will 
not let it have this money unless the city will pledge 
itself to amortize the loan in 10 years. The city can- 
not pledge itself to do this unless it has a guarantee 
of tolls from the use of the railroad deck on the Mu- 
nicipal Bridge. It is therefore impossible to make 
any progress in this vexed matter unless the Ter- 
minal will co-operate with the city. 

Must we believe that the Terminal no longer cares 
about using the Municipal Bridge? It looks very 
much like it. Some years ago, it was supposed that 
this matter was settled. The Terminal was to use 
the Municipal Bridge, and it was to guarantee the 
city not less than $500,000 annually from tolls. The 
city, on its part, was to make free to traffic the ve- 
hicle deck of the Eads Bridge, for which it was to 
pay the Terminal $140,000 a year. The Terminal 
signed this agreement. It spent $1,400,000 on the ap- 
proaches. At this point it desisted, saying it did not 
have the money to go through with the work, which 
would require an additional $2,500,000. Since then, it 
has failed either to keep its old agreement or to make 
a new one. 7 

This is an intolerable situation. It is true, as the 
Terminal and its 14 associated railroads assert, that 
traffic is off some 50 per cent. Even so, the rail- 
roads have plenty of resources to keep their agree- 
ment with the city, an agreement which would great- 
ly convenience and advantage both the railroads and 
the community. If the Terminal continues trucu- 
lent, we suggest that the city bend it to its original 
contract. As the matter stands, we are wasting time.

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MOVIE CENSORSHIP IN MISSOURI? 
Does Missouri want a State censorship of movies? 


Censors, introduced by Senator John P. Shea of St. 
Louis, has been reported favorably by the Senate 
Criminal Jurisprudence Committee. The board, to 
consist of three members at salaries of $2500 a year 
each, would be given wide power over all moving pic- 
tures shown in the State. 

How many movie censorships are needed? The 
movies themselves provide one in the organization 
presided over by Will Hays. Another is exercised by 
the Legion of Decency, a nation-wide organization 
founded by the Catholic Church. Senator Shea’s 
board could only duplicate work done long before 
movies reach Missouri. It would have only a nuis- 
ance value and its chief result would be merely to 
create a batch of new State jobs. 

We hope the Legislature will protect the State 
against this Meddlesome Mattie bill. 
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MICHAEL I. PUPIN. 

“From the Leyden Jar to Television: The Story of 
Electrical Communication,” was the subject of Prof. 
Michael I. Pupin’s article in the Fiftieth Anniversary 
Edition of the Post-Dispatch, Dec. 9, 1928. Of one 
of his own contributions to this progress, he said: 
“The writer invented the construction of such a 
conductor (a transmission wire with high inertia re- 
action), and the invention has proved most benefi- 
cial to transmission over telephone cables.” In those 
words, Pupin recorded the invention which caused 
him to be hailed as “the father of long-distance tele 
phony.” Other fields as well knew his genius. Med- 
icine received from him rapid X-ray photography, 
and physics new knowledge of these emanations. His 
invention of electrical tuning made modern radio 
possible. His contributions to communication facili- 
ties were the. greatest in our day. 

These inventions are not the only heritage Pupin 
leaves at his death. There is also the inspiring story 
of his career, from his landing in America, a Serbian 
immigrant, with only 5 cents to his name, to the 
world-wide acclaim that came at the height of his 
career. He has told the story fascinatingly in his 
book, “From Immigrant to Inventor.” With less 
restraint, but equal truth, it might have been called 
“From the Steerage to Promethean Heights.” Despite 
the handicaps of poverty and of an alien tongue, the 
youth gained an education and won supremacy in 
the field he had chosen in childhood. 

Pupin’s career, no less than Pupin’s inventions, is 
a shining contribution to the records of mankind. 
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SUBMARGINAL FARMS AND FARMERS. 

In its land retirement program, the AAA is ac- 
quiring title to 2,000,000 acres in the Midwest, un- 
suited for profitable crop growing. This creates an- 
other relief program—what to do with the families 
whose land will be taken out of cultivation and re- 
turned to grass. Some will be able to make a fresh 
start on the payment received for their land, an av- 
erage of $2.75 per acre. Others have savings, or 
will be aided by relatives. For renters left destitute, 
the FERA has started rural rehabilitation corpora: 
tions, to resettle these people on better lands.

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AN UNWARRANTED PROPOSAL. 

The bill now before the Missouri Senate Committee 
on Elections and Constitutional Amendments, which 
would restrict the activities of so-called radical 
groups and parties, is, as Roger N. Baldwin, director 
of the American Civil Liberties Union, has said, rea- 
sonable on its face. Its denial of a place on the bal- 
lot to those who advocate the overthrow of local, 
state or national government by force or violence 
gives it a popular appeal. As the American people 
do not approve of violence as a means to a political 
end, this proposal at first glance would seem to be 
one deserving of support. 

A second reading, however, discloses another and 
a far more important side of the bill. It would also 
deny official recognition to any party “which car- 
ries on a program of sedition against local, state or 
national government by radio, speech, press, printed 
material or other means.” Since virtually any activ- 
ity which does not please local authorities can be 


labeled as sedition, this would give those in control | 


of a community a weapon for the persecution of po- 
litical groups. Whether a political group is guilty of 
sedition should be a question for the courts to decide, 
and not for the determination of election boards, as 
would be the case under this Dill. 

The guaranties of free thought and conscience in 
the Bill of Rights of the Federal Constitution and in 
the various state constitutions are unmistakable. 
This bill would modify these guaranties without 
utilizing the proper amending process. Moreover, 


when used to deny suffrage to citizens it would come. 


into conflict with the fourteenth amendment’s guar- 
anty of equal protection of the law to all citizens. 
Both in spirit and in letter, this bill is contrary to 
the basic American concept of freedom. 

Since the Missouri House passed the bill with lit- 
tle if any consideration of its true importance, it 
becomes the urgent duty of the Senate to prevent its 
becoming a law. Every Senator needs to know that 
this bill-is being promoted on a national scale, no 
fewer than 17 legislatures now being confronted with 
it. Well-intentioned though they. may be, the Amer- 
ican Legion and the Elks, which are pressing for its 
passage, are in reality seeking to promote the very 
force and violence which they abhor. For with the 
ballot denied to them, radical parties would, as a mat- 
ter of course, be encouraged to resort to more ex- 
treme means of expression. 

Missouri has never had such a statute. It does not 
need one now.

ORCHIDS FOR THE HIGH SCHOOL. 

A good word was spoken for the high school the 

other night. Dr. Dennett, president of Williams Col- 


lege, was telling the alumni association of Boston 


about his first year in office. He said: “The boys 
from the high schools are a 4-to-1 bet for a higher 
rating than the boys from private schools.” 

The judgment was driven farther in with some 
sledge-hammerish facts. About 50 per cent of the 
Williams students come from private preparatory 
schools, it was explained, 20 per cent from high 
schools, the remainder having both public and pri- 
vate school training. In such an enrollment, 
high school minority is running away with the hon- 
ors. So Williams, Dr. Dennett said, “wants more 
high school boys. We would like to know how to get 
more and how to keep them when they get here.” 

This report may have jolted some of the “old 
grads” who hat dined well and were all primed up 
for an old-fashioned, comfortable talk—a reminiscent 
ramble through far-off, lovely Berkshire days, when 
many of them toiled not, neither did they spin, but 
did give Solomon a royal sartorial battle. The Wil- 
liams latchstring, they were informed, is now on 
the outside ‘for boys who will work.” 

Regardless of the alumni reaction, it is heartening 
to read this excellent high school “card.” After all, 
the public school is the school of the people. It has 
been disparaged. Solemn pundits have arraigned it 
as geared down to the needs and capacity of medi- 
ocrity, as an institution that hobbled genius. 

On the testimony of the president of Williams, the 
high school is more than holding its own with the 
private school. Which means that it’s not the 
school, after all, but the boy. 
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THE SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA’S FINE SEASON. 

The presentation this week-end of a notable Bach- 
Beethoven program, including the latter composer's 
famous Ninth Symphony, with four soloists and a 
chorus of 200, will bring to a close the most success- 
ful season which the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
has ever enjoyed. It is hard to believe that but a few 
months ago the community was faced with the pros- 
pect of the dissolution of this outstanding civic and 
cultural asset. | | 

The gains of this season have been both material] 
and spiritual. Removal to the opera house of the 
Municipal Auditorium, with the attendant lowering 
of admission prices, opened the way for an advance 
subscription list with more than 4000 subscribers— 
considerably more than the capacity of the Odeon, 
which was so long the orchestra’s home. In addition 
to the subscribers, the concerts have attracted many 
non-subscribers, with the result that many perform. 
ances have practically filled the music hall to ca- 
pacity. This increased popularity of the Symphony 


has gone hand in hand with improvements in the or- 


chestra itself. It is a much better musical organiza: 
tion because nine additional artists sit in front of Di- 
rector Golschmann’s baton. 

Concerts given on the orchestra’s tour were as 
successful as those presented here. Visiting the uni- 
versities of Missouri, Illinois and Iowa, the Illinois 
State Normal University and Peoria, Des Moines and 
Evansville, Ind., the orchestra was enthusiastically 
greeted by large audiences. 

The season which is now Closing has produced, 
however, one notable disappointment. The acoustic 
properties of the opera house lack a great deal of be- 


ing what they should be. Both the orchestra and 


many members of the audience have noticed “dead” 
spots in the hall. Whether the sounding mechanism 
needs to be altered or the orchestra needs to be 
moved forward or some changes are required in the 
interior of the hall, will have to be determined by a 
specialist in acoustics. The Auditorium management 
should co-operate to the fullest with the Symphony

ance for capital depreciation; Britons described as eager to pay up without delay.

HE United States and Great Britain 
i § are today facing the same financial 

problem. Both of these countries have 
to raise an enormous revenue. 

In both, two-fifths of that revenue is de- 
rived from income tax, and collection of 
this tax is among the major operations of 
government. Essentially the two income 
taxes, with their exemptions, their grada- 
tions and their differentiations, are similar. 

Between them, there is, however, this dif- 
ference. It is 134 years since Great Britain 
imposed a levy on income, and for more 
than 80 years that levy has been continuous. 
The American tax is still young and, in 
certain respects, experimental. 

In Great Britain, there has been a sur- 
prising change in sentiment about the in- 
come tax. The former prejudice has died 
down, and during the economic crisis of 
1931, officials were besieged by taxpayers 
anxious to remit without delay. 

In the United States, there is still the 
suspicion that politicians get the money. A 
civil service is developing, but the spoils 
system has not been wholly obliterated. 

In this country, there are many states 
where a local income tax is levied. To the 
British, that would be a kind of lese majesty. 
The income tax is reserved for the national 
budget and gains thereby'in prestige. 

In the United States, the mass of the 
people whose means are modest have spon- 
taneously paid their income tax with 
patriotism and promptitude. But there are 
stories of untaxed or half-taxed millionaires 
which were heard across the ocean with 
incredulous amazement. 

In Great Britain, it has been recognized 
that the income tax, being a hard deal, 
must be a just deal. Somehow the money 
has to be found, and anybody who has 
money should thus pay his share. If one 
person withholds his contribution, other 
people have to contribute more than their 
due. There is little sympathy with the man 
who,-on any pretext, manages to escape. 

» * 


In the United States, there are tax- 
exempt securities which have been much 
valued by millionaires anxious to reduce 
their payments on the higher rates in the 
schedule. No securities in Great Britain are 
thus exempt. 

In the United States, no clear distinction 
was drawn in past years between income 
and capital. The taxpayer was permitted to 
deduct losses on capital from his income 
and, in many cases, to escape taxation alto- 
gether. 

In Great Britain, the theory is that income, 
the whole income and nothing but the in- 
come is liable for taxation. The income tax 
if a man 
draws a dividend from a bond or a rent 
from real estate, he pays on the: dividend 
and the rent. The question whether the 
value of the bond or the real estate is rising 
or falling is irrelevant, and Britain has nat- 
urally followed with interest the ultimate 
adoption of this principle by the U. S. 

The time to tax property, so it is con- 
sidered, is at the owner's decease. In death 
duties or inheritance taxes, the state then 
takes its share, which is graduated up to 
59 per cent for an estate of $10,000,000 or

more. The annual yield of death duties is 
about $375,000,000, and an accumulation of 
colossal fortunes, which are heid to be anti- 
social, has been prevented. The curious 
thing about British millionaires is that, 
despite the taxation which is forever de- 
pleting their fortunes, they do not want to 
live anywhere else. 

The United States allows the Federal tax- 
payer to subtract from his income whatever 
he pays in local taxes. The argument 
against this allowance in Great Britain is 
that it would be a special favor to the man 
who happened to own real estate. 

The United States allows the taxpayer to 
deduct interest on loans. The British argu- 
ment is that--in President Coolidge’s phrase 
—he hired the money, just as he might hire 
a typewriter or a chauffeur. Two men 
have the same income and live in similar 
houses. One has a mortgage on his house; 
the other has not. Why should they pay 
different income taxes? :

In the United States, an unmarried person 
is allowed an income of $1000 free of tax- 
ation, and a married. person is allowed a 
free income of $2500. Great Britain is not 
so generous. According to circumstances, 
the free income varies from $500 to $953. 

Out of 8,400,000 persons in Great Britain 
making returns, about 3,700,000 pay the tax. 
In the United States, only 3,400,000 persons 
make returns—this for three times the Brit- 
ish population. 

Let us take a typical case from the white- 
collar class in each of the two countries— 
a married man with three children, aged 17, 
15 and 13 years. His salary is, let us say, 
$5900 a year. 

In Great Britain, he may claim an exem p- 
tion of $625 for his wife, $300 because his 
second child is under 16 and $250 for the 
third child. That is, his exemptions amount 
to $1175, and his taxable income is reduced 
to $3825. This, being earned, is reckoned as 
five-sixths, or $3187.50, and it is divided into 
two parts--$1250, on which he pays 10 per 
cent, and $1937, on which he pays 22.5 per 
cent. The payment works out at $560. 

In the United States, this taxpayer de- 
ducts $2500 for himself and $400 for each 
of the three children, all of them being 
under 18 years, or $3700 in all. 
income of $5000, he thus pays on $1300, and 
His tax thus amounts 
to $52, or less than one-tenth of the British. 

It is thus in the lower rates of income 
tax that there is so marked a contrast be- 
tween the two countries. The upper grad- 
uation is more or less similar. In Britain, 
the tax rises from nothing by easy steps 
to 50 per cent for incomes of $250,000. For 
very high incomes, it may approach 60 per 
cent. Such a graduation tends obviously 
to anticipate the yield from death duties. 
The state cannot take away half a man’s 
income when he is alive and expect to tax 
his fortune—sometimes called his deferred 
income—when he is dead. 

The net result of the exemptions and the 
graduation on the British income tax is sig- 
nificant. The standard rate of the levy is 
22.5 per cent. But the average tax actually 
paid works out at only 10 per cent, or there-

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NEAF SEEKS BLANKET 
GUT IN ASSESSMENTS 


County Official Goes Before 
State Commission Without In- 
forming Other Board Members. 


A blanket 14 per cent reduction in 
the assessed valuation of real estate 


in St. Louis County was requested 
by County Assessor Martin L. Neaf 
yesterday’in a hearing before the 
State Tax Commission at Jefferson 
City. 

The hearing was continued until 
March 22 after Presiding Judge 
Thatcher and Associate Judge 
Wohlschlaeger of the County Court, 
accompanied by County Counselor 
Mooney, appeared before the com- 
mission later in the day and asked 
for a delay to permit further in- 
quiry into Neaf’s request. 

Neaf had not informed the Coun- 
ty Board of Equalization, of which 
both he and the County Judges are 
members, of his intention to appear 
before the commission. Mooney and 
the Judges made a hurried trip to 
Jefferson City after the former got 
word of Neaf’s plans and informed 
the Board of Equalization, which 
was in session at Clayton. 

The Judges presented to the com- 
mission a resolution of the board, 
urgently requesting delay on Neaf’s 
request on the ground that many 
appeals were pending and “the 
board believes that, due to changes 
invoked for the first time, there 
are a great many inequalities in tax 
assessments before the board for 
consideration.” The resolution set 
forth that appeals by taxpayers on 
their assessments should be settled 
before the commission took action 
on a blanket reduction.

Russia. Her experience, she added, 
was typical of that of many per- 
sons in the intellectual class—per- 
sons not of the hereditary nobility, 
and not hostile to the Soviet Gov- 
ernment, but desirous only to con- 
tinue their professional work. 
Beginning of Persecution. 

The intellectuals were not perse- 
cuted in the earlier years of the 
Soviet regime, she said. Their work 
was accepted, in accord with Len- 
in’s admonition to his fellow-Com- 
munists that “We must build by the 
hands of others.” But when famine 
overtook Russia in 1930, in the 
midst of the five-year plan, the in- 
tellectuals were made the scape- 
goat, Mme. Tchernavin said. The 
complaining proletariat was told 
that the “experts” who should have 
assured them an abundance of food 
had betrayed them. 

Mme. Tchernavin, who had been 
assistant director of the Hermitage 
Museum in Petrograd, now Lenin- 
grad, before Soviet days, was per- 
mitted to remain there under an 


uneducated Soviet official. This 
man, who she called “my Red 


Chief,” took one of the museum ex- 
hibits, rare curtains which had be- 
‘longed to Greek royalty, and gave 
| them to his wife for dress goods. 
'He was later imprisoned for his 
thefts, and his successor was a for- 
mer waiter, apparently honest. 
When an old sun-dial, one of the 
museum's exhibits, was to be re- 


stored, this director declared the 
work unnecessary, and put a 
grandfather clock in the dial’s 
place. 


The difficulties of living, when 
‘one was in a non-preferred class 
'of citizenship, were related. The 
‘purchasing power of Russian money 
‘is affected greatly by the civic clas- 
| sification of its holder, and the in- 
tellectuals, though paid good sal- 
aries, were able to subsist only with 
great difficulty, because of the 
prices charged them for food. 


Arrest of Husband. 


Then came the arrest of Mme. 
Tchernavin’s husband, university 
instructor and expert in charge of 
a fisheries laboratory. Fifty spe- 
cialists were arrested, and 48 were 
“liquidated” by shooting. Prof. 
Tchernavin was sent to a penal 
camp for 5 years. This camp, for- 
tunately for their later undertak- 
‘ing, was in the north of Russia, 
within the Arctic circle, and near 
the border of Yinland. 

She described the attempts of 
the OGPU to force a “confession” 
from her husband, who was not 
accused of any specific offense. The 
account of her own arrest and 5 
months’ imprisonment followed. 
Her boy was left in their home 
alone, and was fed by friends of 
the family. The attempts to get her 
to accuse her husband of counter- 
revolutionary activity were relat- 
ed.

ROOSEVELT REVIEWS 
HOUSING CAMPAIGN 


Gratified by 1,100,000 Pledges 
He Writes to Administra- 
tor Moffett. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, in a letter to Hous- 
ing Administrator James A. Moffett, 
yesterday characterized the Federal! 
Housing program as “a way back 
to recovery and prosperity.” He 
congratulated Moffett on pledges 
for 1,100,000 modernization and re- 
pair jobs estimated to involve the 
expenditure of $275,000,000. 

Moffett mailed copies of the Pres- 
ident’s letter to the 6356 community 


chairmen of Better Housing com- 
mittees throughout the country. 
The text of the letter follows: 
“This will acknowledge your en- 
couraging Memorandum on the op- 
eration of the National Housing 
Act. 

“I wish to express, through you, 
my gratification to the chairmen 
and members of.the community 
Better Housing Campaign Commit- 
tees throughout the country because 
‘of the results they have accom- 
plished in less than seven months 
of activity in calling to the atten- 
tion of property owners the bene- 
fits to be derived under the Nation- 
al Housing Act in modernization 
and repairs and also in construc- 
tion of new homes. 

“I am particularly impressed with 
your statement that 6174 communi- 
ties have selected chairmen of their 
Better Housing committee, and that 
between 250,000 and 300,000 volun- 
teer workers are participating, 
through these committees, in the 
work of acquainting property own- 
ers with the uses they can make of 
the Housing Act. It is good to 
know, also, that the Better Housing 
committees now have a population 
coverage of approximately 70,000,- 
000 and that 2100 of these cities and 
towns are conducting house-to- 
house canvasses in which thousands 
of canvassers, in addition to the 
committee groups, are carrying on

“The women of Soviet Russia are 
free,’ she commented, “as long as 
they are not needed in prison. In 
the prison with me were many 
women arrested just for being 
wives. For those five months, I 
knew nothing about my boy.” 


After her release, she found her 
s0n and was permitted to work in 
a library. At the first oppcrtunity 
she went to visit her husband at 
the prison camp where he worked 
16 hours a day, with one free day a 
week, and they began planning the 
escape which was effected the fol- 
lowing summer.

promised by William Green, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, according to a report made 
here by Loren Norman, editor 
of the [Illinois Worker, follow- 
ing his return from Washington, 
where he attended a three-day con- 
vention of the unemployed. 

Green sent a telegram to the con- 
vention which read: “I am of the 
opinion that co-operation should 
prevail among the unemployed or- 
ganizations and the city central 
bodies and state federations of la- 
bor for the purpose of protecting 
and preserving wage _ standards, 
hours of labor and conditions of 
employment upon Public Works and 
public relief projects. I will urge 
the closest co-operation among the 
organized units referred to in this 
telegram so that the interests of 
both employed and unemployed 
may be protected and advanced.” 

According to Norman’s report, the 
Workers’ Alliance of America, a na- 
tional unemployed organization, 
grew out of the convention which 
was attended by 200 delegates from 
30 states. Paul Rasmussen of Chi- 
cago was chosen national secretary 
and Oscar Sturm of Staunton, II1., 
was elected a member of the nation- 
al executive board of the organiza- 
tion.
